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were then conduéted by a minilter, who 
was awake, indeed, to every fcheme of 
corruption ; eager to buy a borough, or 
fo bribe a member; but flow to every 
meafure of vational importance and u- 
tility. Elis only object was, to preferve 
himle!f in power; and as, in profecution’ 
of fuch intereited and mercenary views, 
he had aétually engaged this natton in 
an alliance with France, in Europe, (to 
pull down the exorbitant power of our 
old and natural ally), it is no wonder 
that he heard oninoved, and fuffered 
with impunity, the French ufurpations 
in North America. 

Let us next trace the French infideli- 
ty with regard to Nova Scotia or Aca- 
dias Though that province had been 
yielded to us at Utrecht, we had taken 
very tew fteps to fettle it effectually, till 
8749, atter the peace of Aix-la-Cha- 
pelle [xi. 99]. And then the French 
court began to [perk out, and infilt fe- 
riootly in memorials, that the country 
ceded to us under the name of Nowa 
Scotia, comprehended only the pentn/ula, 
and did not extend beyond the rbmus. 
Whereas the charters or K James I. to 
Sir William Alexander, and Sir Wil- 
hiam’s own map, as oki as the charter, 
demonttrate, that the amctent limits ot 
the country fo named, included a vat 
tract of land, befides the penintula, 
reaching along the coaft cill it joined 
New Enpland ; and extending up the 
country till it was bounded by the 
fouth fide of the river St Lawrence. OF 
fuch an extent of country they had 
formed a plan to rob us; hoping, no 
doubt, to find the fame fupinenefs in the 
Britith adminiftration which had over- 
looked their former incroachments, 
With this view they defired, that com- 
miilaries might meet to fettle the limits ; 
promifing not to aé in America till 
thofe commiflaries fhould agree, or the 
conferences break up. But while the 
commiiiarics trifled away their time at 
Paris, the vfurpations went on in Ame. 
rica; incurfions were frequently made 
into the penivfula of Acadia, the pof- 
feion ot which they did not pretend te 
difpute with uss forts were built by 
them iw feveral places, and particularly 
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a moft important one, to command the 
ithmus ; thus deciding by the fword, ig 
time of full peace, that controverf 

which they themfelves had agreed (hould 
be amicably adjulted by their commiffas 
ries; and furnifhing a lafting warling

While. the French ulurpations went 
on fo infoleutly in Nova Scotia, the 
plan was carrying on with equal perfidy 
on the banks of the Ohio; a country, 
the inhabitants of which had been in af- 


Jiance with the Engiith above an hun- 


dred years ago; to which alfo we hada 
claim, as being a congueft of the Five 
Nations, and from which, theiefore, 
the French were excluded by the t5th 
article of the treaty of Utrecht, above 
recited. But the pofleffion of the Obio 
was abfolutcly necellary, that the preat 
plan of connecting Canada with Louill- 
ana might fucceed: and therefore they 
began their hoftilities «gaini us, in that 
country, the very year of the peace ol 
Aix-la-Chapelle; oppofed ovr plan of a 
new fettlement, (which had been thought 
of by us above forty years before); 
fulted our traders, plundered and made 
them prifoners; and jn 1754, having 
defeated Wafhington, and deltroyed eur 
fort, they builr ¢heir fort Du Quehes 
and troops were fent daily from France 
to fecure the pofleffion of this, and of 
their new and unportant ufurpations, 
No doubt the French minifters flat- 
tered themfelves, that England, inate 
tentive to the interefts of its colonies 
for fo many years before, and who, fo 
lately, had fubmitted to a difadvante- 
geous peace, would not have the Spirit 
to oppole force to torce, and do itfelt 
juttice by other weapons than the com 
plaints of Lord Ajbemasle, and the mee 
morials of Mr Mildsnay. But, the hour 
of vengeance was.at laft come; the 
terefts of the kingdom were attended fo 


by thof in power; the infinite imports 


ance of our American colonies was 
derftood, and a refolution taken to have. 


to arms. And thus Englaods 
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which, for half a century, haf been en- 
giged in évery bedy’s quarrels but its 
own, began the prefent war, a war tru- 
ly XATIONALS 

If there be merit in this fpirited con- 
du, tell your enemies, my Lord, that 
you, and a near relation of yours, 
(whofe memory will always be refped- 
ed), hid then the chief direction of pu- 
blic bufinefs. And you, Sir, will par- 
don me for paying this compliment to 
thofe who bepan the war with jpirit ; 
while I, at the fame time, deciare it as 
my opinion, that your coming into 
power after it was begun, has contri- 
buted to its being carried on with a fuc- 
ecfi equally glorious and important. 

But before 1 make the application of 
the above deduction concerning our A- 
merican complaints, it will be proper 
to mention another molt important in- 
flance of French perfidy, in Europe. 

Dunkirk, by its fituation almott op- 
polite the mouth of the Thames, had 
done amazing mifchiet to the trade of 
England, during K. William’s and Q, 
Anne’s wars. The demolition of Dun 
kirk, therefore, was a> point carefully 
fitted upon, and thé gth article of the 
peace of Utrecht was obtained. 

By this article, “ The French King 

upages to demolifh all the for ifications 

of the city of Dunkirk ; to ruin the har- 
hour; to break the dikes and fluices; 
the works towards the fea to be de- 
ftroyed in two months, and thole to the 
land in three months after; all this to 
be done at his own expence ; and the 
fortifications, harbour, dikes, and fluices, 
never after to be reftored.”” And yet 
<'l Europe faw with amazement, and 
England with indignation, this impor- 
tent article violated, almoft as foon as 
it was figned. 

The /pirited remonftrances of Lord 
Stair at Paris, on the acceffion of 
George I. concerning this infia@tion of 
the peace, were the laft inftances of hue 
miliation which Lewis X1V. faw him- 
ielf expofed to; and perhaps he would 
have fonnd himfelf obliged to do us that 
juftice by neceffity, which the Regent, 
who foon aftér came into power, wil- 
lingly agreed to, ftom views of pri- 
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vate intercit. Though the peace of Ue 
trecht had obliged the Spsnifh brapely 
of the Bourbon family to renounce their 
right of fucceilion to the crown. of 
France, the Duke of Orleans, who, bp 
this regulation, faw only an infant's 
life bet ween him and the throne, knew 
well, that though tie renunciation had 
heen folemnly {worn to, the dogirine of 
its invalidity, of its being an a@ void 
ab imtio, had been publicly avowed *, 

The Regent, however, was refolved 
to fupport his claim to the crown of 
France, in exclufion of the Spanih 
branch ; and as the affiltance of Eng- 
land was neceilary for this purpofe, be 
was wile enough to do us jultice, by 
carrying into execution, in fome degree, 
the article relating to Dunkiuk. 

But fucceeding adminiftrations in 
France not being influenced by the fame 
private views, Dunkirk began pradual- 
ly to rife trom its ruins 5 its port again 
received fhips; its trade flourifhed ; 
and fuch was then the alcendency. of 
French councils over thole of this ifland, 
that we were actually engaged in alli- 
ances with France, while that nation 
was thus openly infulting us, without 
obftruGion, in fo eilential an article, 


Such was the tame acquickcence of the: 
Britifh adminiltration, that Dunkirk,: 


in 1733, ftood upon our coflomhoole-

It is the prerogative of ealy poetry te 
be underitood as long as the language 
lalis; but modes of fpeech which owe 
thar prevalence only to the enmnence 
of thofe that ule them, die away with 
their inventors, and their meaning, ” 
a tew years, is no Jonger known. 

Evly poetry is commonly fought in 
petty compotitions upon minute tubjedts ; 
but eafe, though it excludes pomp, will 
admit greainels. Many lines in Cato’s 
foliloquy are at once easly and fublime.

?T's heav’n avelf that points out an hereafter, 
And intimates eternity to man. 

It there’s a power above us,

The two 
chief amendments, or rather additions, 
are, t. That where more crecitors than 
one charge any prilomer tu exces 
tion, and dclire to have him ce- 
tained in prion, they fhail only re- 
{pectively pay him cach 
fum not excecding 1s. Od. a weck, 4» 
she court, at the ame ct bis bemy re 
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manded, fhall direct. And, 2. That 
any prifoner defcribed by the act {hall 
remain ip prifon three months after be- 
committed, any creditor may 
pel him to pive into court, upon oath, 
an account of bis real and perfonal e- 
ttate, to be difpoicd of for the benefit 
otf his creditors, confenting to his being 
dilcharged. 

This act, fo far as it extends, is cer- 
Cuinly a juftand humane law, efpecially 
i the debtor be fuch a one as has be- 
come infolvent by mistortunes or difap- 
pointments ; but why it thould be con- 
fined to thofe prifoners only who are 
not charged in execution with any debt 
execeding 100]. is what, I believe, no 
man can give a tolerable reafon for. 
Surely, a man who through misfor- 
funes or difappointments falls, from af- 
tiuent circumttances and extenfive cre- 
ait, into the utmott mifery and want, 
"3 more to be pitied, than a man who 
never knew fuch circuinttances, nor e- 
ver had credit enough to contra& a debt 
of above too t.; yet by this law the 
Jatter is to be difcharged, or maintain- 
ed in prifon by his creditor; whereas 
the tormer mui(t ftarve in prilon, if, a- 
mong his other misfortunes, he has met 
with that now terrible one, of owing 
ibove roal. to a revengeful, relentlels, 
and mercilets creditor. For this cruel 
and amazing difference, no reafon can 
be atliened, but a partiality to therich, 
fo obfervable in many parts of our law, 
and which I fhall never mifs taking no- 
tice of as often as it falls in my way. 
A man who has been in atHuent circum- 
tances and extentive credit, and hes be- 
come infolvent, bas probably feveral 
rich men among his creditors: they 
mult by law be indulved with a privi-

Suppote again that a merchant 
in affluent circumitances and good cre- 
dit, has fuch a run of Ioffes, by thips 
wreck, and the bankruptcy of his in 
furers, as to render him unable to pay 
all bis jult debts; and fuppole that a 
rich man, his creditor, to whom per- 
haps he owes near as much as he does

Laitly, it may be faid, that as there 
are certainly many bankrupts or intol- 
vents who deierve to be punifhed, and 
as no legal method can be found tor 
making a diltinction between thofe that 
ought to be punithed, and thofe that 
ought to be pitied, the law is obliged to 
leave this diitmtion to be made by the 
creditors themnlelves. It this were true, 
that no fjuch legal method could be 
found, it might be an excule for leaving 
this diltinéhon to be made by all the 
creditors jointly, or the majority of 
them; but it can be no excule tor lea- 
Ving it in the power of all the creditors 
jointly, or the majority of them, to in- 
ict too fevere a punithment; much Jefs 
can it be an excufe tor leaving it in the 
power of any one creditor, to intlict 
juch a punifhment, or any punifiment, 
contrary to the opinion and the defire 
of all the reft: for in making this dif- 
tinction, the quantity of a man’s debt 
can have no manucr otf concern; it 
ought to be founded entirely upon the 
several character of the dcbtor, and 


upon the caules of his misfortunes ; of 


which a creditor to whom he owes but

But if the making of this dittinGion 
is by jaw to be lett to the creditors in 
all cates where the debtor owes above 
100 J. to any one man, why is it taken 
froin them in ali cates where the debtor 
is not charged in execution with ap 
debt above that fum? In all fuch ea. 
fes, the inaking of this diftinction is not 
only taken trom the creditors, but the 
law itlelf makes no fuch diftinétion. Let 
an infolvent debtor have been never fo 
extravagant; let him even have con: 
tracted iome of his debts in a fraudulent 
manner, in order to fupport his extra- 
vagance ; vet upon bis petitioning, and 
giving a true account of his eitaie, or 
declaring upon oath that he has no e& 
ftate, his creditors mutt dilcharge him, 
or allow him a groat a-day: and if the 
trade or bufinets he was bred to be fueh 
as may be exercifed in jail, or within 
the rules ofa prifon, his continuing 
jail is really an advantage to him; be 
caule he may earn as much by bis labour 
as if he were at large, and he has the 
addition of a great a-day trom his cre- 
ditors. On the other hand, let amis 
infolvency have been owing to the mol 
extraordinary, the moft unavoidable 
misfortunes; let his character be 
good, that no creditor who did not owe 
him a grudge upon fome other account 
would pive him any trouble, but trut 
to his paying them if ever a change o 
tortune fhould enable him to do to: ye 
let fuch a man have the additional mil 
fortune of having amongit his creditors 
a rich man who undervalued the final 
expence of a groat a-day, and me

Ankind have beheld, with afto- 
nifhment, the effects ot thote 
mortal diltempers, the peftilence or pu- 
trid tever, the dylentery, and the black 
fcurvy, which in every age have greatly 
afflided the world. 
Authors are ayrecd, that this fever 
ages more frequently on the banks of 
Nile than in any other country: it 
brea ks out in thofe years when the river 
uncommon height; and the 
caule the EF; aflign for it is, that 
the water rifing above its ordinary li- 
nits, does not. get back quickly, but 
f rims into Jakes, which fpoil the air. 
But as fuch parts of the land in Egypt 
vithin the limits of the ordi- 
nary inundation, are a fandy delert; 
fhould the waters remain fome time on 
the fand, and be exhaled flowly, what 
poilon cat uld arile from thole liquid pear!s 
that deck the bladed grafs, (in the 
-autiful expreffion of Shakefpear), to 
il the air? We do not find that the 
wa lakes in North America, in Afia, 
and jn Furope, impart any thing no 
xious from their eryltal exhalations, 
Dr Mead, on the authority of Le

If the blood-veilels of a man of (hé 
firft clals contains twenty-four pounds, 
that quantity ts all the nourithment his 
comlitution requires ; lefs would occa. 
fon a taintnels, perhaps a dceay of the 
conftitation, and more would not be of 
ule. If fuch perfon attempts to per 
torm any moderate exercife, the mafs of 
biood fs toreed from the extremities jp. 
to bis heart and lungs, with more cele. 
rity and in preater quantities than is na- 
tural; which ftops his refpiration ; and 
he cannot fucceed in his attempts, till, 
by repeated efforts, the blood-veflels be 
enlarged, and the increafed quantity of 
blood hae room to circulate eafily, 

The function of the kidneys is, to f- 
parate the urine from the blood. The 
richer fubitance, f{pecifically lighter than 
urine, flees of in perfpiration ; the falt, 
the watry, and the grofler parts, are 
drained otf chiefly tothe bladder. Thele 
are the channels through which the cop- 
ftitution is relieved of imattive matter. 
Perfons of the firft clafs, who have on- 
ly the natural quantity of blood, are 
relieved of the finer juices which bes 
come uleleis to the conftitution, by the 
natural perfpiration ; and perfons of the 
fecond and third clafles are relieved of 
the fuperfluous matter, by a degree at 
perfpiration above the natural, occa 
fioned by their exercife and labour. 

By the enlargement of the blood-vel+ 
fels, a quantity of fat inadtive matter 's 
introduced into the vitals, which re 
quires an increate of perfpiration to teke 
it off the conftitution ; and the proper 
means of procuring this, is, for pertons 
of the fecond to enjoy their ufual 
exercile, and thofe of the third to pet 
form daily their wonted labours. 

When by a ceffation of exerc ife or ba 
bour, the ufual pertpiration is leffened 
or ftopt, this fuperfiuous matter becomes 
hurtful in proportion to the time if is
